Report of School Board, tgoo-or. 


The annual meeting of Newfields School District was held in the 
Town Hall on Saturday evening, March 17, 1900. The modera- 
tor, Charles E. Smith, called the meeting to order at seven 
o’clock, and proceeded to business. The following officers were 
chosen and qualified for the ensuing year: Charles E. Smith, 
moderator; Frank C. Neal, clerk; Mrs. Clara E. Paul, treasurer ; 
Frank C. Neal, auditor. George L. Chase was elected a mem- 
ber of the School Board for the next three years. The annual re- 
port of the School Board was accepted and adopted. 

The School Board met for organization, March 24, 1900. The 
following sub-committees were chosen: George L. Chase on 
finance and repairs; Charles E. Smith on Piscassic school; James 
H. Fitts on superintendence, text-books and school supplies. ‘The 
Selectmen were authorized to enumerate the children of school 
age in town. The following teachers were approbated for the 
respective schools in town. Ernest M. Gleason for the Grammar 
school; Harriet E. Sanborn for the Intermediate and Primary 
combined ; Lillia M. Hurd for the Piscassic school. 

The several schools in town commenced April 2, 1900. The 
spring term closed June 22,—12 weeks in length. Fall term com- 
menced September ro, closed December 13,—14 weeks in length. 
The winter term commenced January 2, and will close March 1,— 
8 weeks in length. 

At the close of the school year in August, Mr. Gleason resigned 
as teacher of the Grammar school, and Miss Agnes B. Veasey was 
appointed teacher in his place. 

The text-books now used in our schools are Harrington’s Speller, 
Cyr’s Reader, Bartlett’s Grammar, vols. I and II of Arnold and 
Kittredge’s Mother Tongue, Frye’s Geographies, Fassett’s Colonial 
New Hampshire, Barnes’ History, Wentworth’s Arithmetics, 
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Algebra, and Geometry, Merrill’s Vertical Penmanship, Meservey’s 
Book-keeping, Blaisdell’s Physiology, Hill’s Rhetoric, Mowry’s 
Civil Government, Wells’ Natural Philosophy, Allen and Green- 
ough’s Latin Grammar, Collar and Daniel’s First Latin Book. 

A wall map, the United States on one side, and the world, 
drawn on Mercator’s projection, on the other side; two smaller 
wall maps, one of the United States, one of Europe, all by Rand, 
McNally & Co.; three maps of the United States, and one of 
Europe, dissected by states and counties, have been placed in the 
schools during the year, and are very useful. Pupils are much 
interested in using the public and school libraries for study and 
supplementary reading with good results. Other books and 
articles on special topics, well illustrated, in the Journal of Primary 
Education, are found excellent for supplementary reading. 

The schools, in general work, are studying poets and_ authors, 
and giving some time to Nature studies. The pupils in Piscassic 
school are preparing to publish a paper to be called “The Piscassic 
Tri-Yearly ;”’ the first issue will be at the close of this winter term. 
The Intermediate school is doing good work in making topical 
maps. Singing is taught by the teachers in all of the schools. In 
August the superintendent, an ardent student of nature, commenced 
a series of weekly familiar talks on botany, inviting all interested 
to be present and bring specimens for study. After the opening of 
the fall term these talks were given in the Grammar school room at 
the close of the afternoon session on Monday ; teachers, pupils and 
others entered into the exercises with much interest, till the lateness 
of the season made it difficult to secure specimens for study; the 
last of these talks was given November 5. Seven students are at- 
tending school out of town the present year. At the beginning of 
the financial year the walls of the Grammar school room were 
greatly improved by new tinted finish, and a fine new clock was 
placed in the Intermediate room. 

The teachers have attended the State Teachers’ Association and 
County Institutes of the year. 

May Day.—Our pupils as usual were excused from full school 
work to search for the early arbutus or mayflower in woods and 
fields, and enjoy a spring picnic, | 
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Memorial Day.—The schools, as is customary, aided in the 
patriotic exercises of the day by songs, recitations, and in decor- 
ating the soldiers’ graves. 

Gifts.—Miss Isabel Paul has again shown her interest in the 
schools by presenting a beautiful photograph of ‘The Bay of 
Naples” to the Intermediate school. Miss H. E. Sanborn pre- 
sented the same school a picture of ‘“[The Dewey Arch,” and a 
volume of ‘Stories of Mythology.” ‘Through Miss H. E. Sanborn, 
Hon. George H. Brodhead presented pictures of “Colorado Scen- 
ery.” 

Summer Examinations and Exhibitions.—The superintendent 
was present in the school room at Piscassic June 21, and exam- 
ined classes in several studies. ‘This school gave an exhibition on 
the afternoon of June 22. - The program was extended and full of 
interest, consisting of singing, violin solo, recitations, dialogues, 
tableaux. ‘The superintendent, Mr. C. E. Smith, and many friends 
were present and greatly enjoyed the exercises. 

The superintendent visited the Centre schools June 20, 21, and 
examined classes in various branches. ‘These schools held a public 
exhibition in the town hall at four o’clock in the afternoon of June 
22; the superintendent presided. The program gave a pleasing 
variety of songs, recitations and dialogues. ‘The hall was well filled 
with visitors, who by frequent applause expressed their interest and 
gave inspiration to the pupils. 

The annual school report was filed with the Selectmen, and a 
copy forwarded to the State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
at Concord, August 1. 

The autumn or fall term of the schools, which is the first term 
of the school year, opened September 10. In the early part of the 
term the superintendent made frequent visits to the schools, aided 
in organizing classes and general work. ‘The first of October, by 
order of the State Board of Health, the pupils were vaccinated, 
which caused a slight interruption in the schools, but soon they 
were in good working order. 

Thursday forenoon, November 22, Mr. Fitts, while standing on 
the lawn infront of Mr. Hilton’s house conversing with him, 
dropped to the ground, lifeless, a victim of heart disease. On 
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Tuesday, November 27, schools, teachers and remaining members 
of the School Board, in a body, attended the funeral services of 
their friend and School Board President, Rev. James H. Fitts. 

Their march into the church was very impressive. As the casket 
entered the vestibule, the organ sounded the first notes of the fun- 
eral dirge, schools, teachers and committee arose and stood with 
bowed heads till it was placed in front of the pulpit. From them, 
at the head of the casket, was a beautiful floral tribute, in the form 
of a book, marked ‘“‘Finis.”” At the close of the services, they 
marched in front of the casket, took a farewell look of their be- 
loved friend, and went out of the church, a bereaved company. 

The State and National Thanksgiving day occurring November 
29, no session of schools was held that week. 

The following communication will explain itself.

The fall term of the schools closed December 13. Brief exami- 
nations and general exercises were enjoyed by Mr. Charles E. 
Smith of the School Board and other visitors. 

The Saturday previous, Miss Veasey gave her school a reception, 
at which they had singing, recitations, dialogues, games, refresh- 
ments and @ very good time. Miss Helen Veasey, a Sloyd teacher 
in South Boston, and a few other friends were present and added 
much to the interest of the occasion. ‘The Tuesday following the 
close of the term, Miss Sanborn delightfully entertained her school 
at her home. 

The winter term commenced January 2 and will close March tr. 

January 26 scarlet fever appeared in one of the families having 
children in the Centre schools. Fearing the disease, more than 
half the pupils were taken out of school for two weeks. As no 
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other instances occurred, most returned to the schools, and it is 
hoped commendable progress will be made during the term.
